When I wuB I'Ut a i;nuiitiy I.'rl, rtiii- 
iiiiii? Iiuri'lont, tlie gi-rni ol lhi» inven- 
linn \vii.i conceived. "Wli.it," Riiid 
1 to iny cumpaiiions, -'ifl only had an 
eye oil the end ofiay big toe, what 
might I not see?" ' ' ' 

Thia idea grtW withBieaa lad- 
vaneed in efi, andmBaped Itaelf in: 
this »isc! "How,, if tgL, .«rtifioial eve 
ccmid be to coUtnwM at to carry 
visnil itftpretaions to the brain, could 
I not make the blind sue?" 

The camera obacura niado upon a 
small scale teemed at once to bu tiie 
iuHtrumeut wtiicli wuiild bring tho 
image of tho uliji ct to the proper fo- 
cal (liitHiice. TIiIh imago, as in the 
photoKniplirr'^ cainura, falling upon a 
sensitive surface, would convey to the 
brain the vitnat impraeeioB. Accord- 
ingly, 1 took one of the tiibea of an 
opera-glass, and arranging tbe lenses 
HO as to take in objaott close at hand, 
I had ready the oaBiera ubscura I 
needed. All that waa sew wauling 
wat the teaailive tarface.on which 
tbe image conveyed tbrongh tbe tnbe 
(the artliicial eye) shuulil fall. This 
anrface must w connectcil with nerves 
cummitiiical'.ij to the brain so thai 
Ike imigo r'.ionld be carried to the < 
brain, just a -he optic never conveys 
the vitnal ima«[t through the retina. 
In other wordt, it was necessary to 
prepare aa artificial retina. 

Tbe retina of tbe optic nerve is it- 
self inaccessible, being inclosed be- 
hind by the integuments of the eye, 
loth in its normal and aliiionnain cou- 
dition.
